the governor of San Luis Potosi as 
a possible Fascist th reat to Presi­ 
dent Cardena’s security, was one 
of her suggestions.

clared that lf Cardenas takes over 
the national resources with no dif­ 
ficulty from 
this 
country, other 
Latin 
American

swiftly follow suit. 
After analyses of the situation on 
this continent, Mrs. Vallely return­ 
ed again to Great Britain and the 
Irish question, where De 
Valera's

STATE TRADE BARRIERS

From the narrow nationalism that im­ 
pels nations to erect trade barriers against 
their neighbors, we Americans seem to be 
proceeding to what might be called “statism.” 
Several of our states in the last few years 
have sought to bar people and products of 
other states. The present comment is con­ 
cerned with the home products. 
The Cleveland Chamber of Commerce has 
undertaken to urge upon the people in its 
territory the consumption of meat produced 
in Ohio. This is done in co-operation with 
farm organizations in the state. It is urged 
that Ohio cities should prefer Ohio farm 
products, just as farmers should prefer the 
manufactured goods of Ohio cities. 
This looks reasonable until you take a gen­ 
eral long-range view. What would happen if 
all the states of the Union adopted such a 
policy? Wouldn’t our interstate trade, vital 
alike to national and local prosperity, be de­ 
stroyed? 
Leading American statesmen have seen 
this from the beginning. It was not for noth­ 
ing that the Constitution established free 
trade among the states.

$40,000 FEE FOR HUGH JOHNSON 


The publication of incomes paid by differ­ 
ent corporations, reveals the fact that Hugh 
Johnson, columnist in The Register and 
former N R A director, received a $40,000 
fee in 1937 from the Radio Corporation for 
counsel on industrial relations. 
One is compelled to w onder whether this 
was for the advice of Johnson on industrial 
matters, or the fact that he was former 
N R A director and, therefore, might have 
some influence, or advice, in telling the 
corporation how' to comply with the N R A 
Board ruling. If so this certainly is a pretty 
plight for our government to be in. 
For a man to receive $40,000 as counsel 
for labor relations, who knows no more than 
to believe as Johnson says he does that it is 
advantageous for society to pass a law that 
would limit the hours a man dare work, and 
who believes that the government should 
pass a minimum wage law that would make 
it so the slow man with limited faculties 
could not produce enough so that his unit 
cost would be no higher than the efficient 
worker, and. consequently, could not secure 
a job, certainly should not receive $40,000 
for his wisdom and counsel. A man who be­ 
lieves that wealth can be created by restric­ 
tion and by limitation, certainly cannot earn 
very much in advising on industrial labor 
relations.

The second Wilson ad­ 
ministration, which included the 
World war, had spent $39,678,000,- 
000; and the first one, $2,952,-

State and local governments have 
matched their dollars with Federal 
dollars, and spent many other bil­ 
lions during the Roosevelt regime. 
The total of all these spendings 
was about $75,000,000,000 for those 
five years and one month; yet the 
number of Jobless workers was 
about the same at the end as at the 
beginning of this period. 
The national debt had been in­ 
creased over fifteen billion dollars. 
The total public debt was around 
sixty billion dollars.

Nor has it taken steps to repair the 
pump so as to enable it to function 
normally.

Events of the past years prove that 
a permanent recovery from the effects 
of a great economic depression can­ 
not be achieved by extravagant gov­ 
ernmental expenditures. The current 
depression has developed in spite of 
the billions spent on relief or handed 
out in the form of loans. Unemploy­ 
ment is as widespread today as it was 
at the beginning of the New Deal. 
The employment problem has at no 
time been near a satisfactory solution 
even when the business indexes were 
up in 1936 and early 1937. 
In the face of experience, the New 
Dealers are again pushing a program 
which calls for the pouring of more 
billions of dollars down the well. Un­ 
doubtedly the expenditures will have 
an inflationary effect which will cre­ 
ate the illusion of returning pros- 
erity. Cut how long will this last? 
hat will be the final effect? 
There is one simple truth that seems

It is a significant fact that in past 
depressions recovery was achieved 
without the aid of the federal gov­ 
ernment. Anyone who will study the 
major depressions which began in 
1819, 1837, 1857, 1873 and 1893 will 
find that, contrary to the statement 
by the President, the federal govern­ 
ment did not aid business to recover, 
yet recovery took place. Not until 
after the crash of 1929 did the federal 
government intervene to aid those 
who were being buffeted in a sea of 
depression That intervention has been 
largely a failure so why repeat it? 
Why not consider the lessons of our 
past history? Let the federal authori­ 
ties translate into actions their re­ 
cent professions of good will. curtail 
their program of pouring money 
down the well, and encourage busi­ 
ness and industry. Then there will be 
possible a prosperity which will be 
real instead of artificial and transi­ 
tory.

—Col. Jullen Gaujot one of the most 
unique of cavalrymen. 
Born in the West Virginia terri­ 
tory of the Hatfield-McCoy feud, 
he had killed his man in his teens 
in fair combat—and more than 
once. Commissioned via the Philip­ 
pine Insurrection, where his broth­ 
er, for great gallantry, received the 
Congressional 
Medal 
of 
Honor, 
Gaujot had an obsession. 
"He 
wears It for a watch-fob — the 
damned civilian. 
I got to get me 
one of them things for my own 
self if I bus’.’’—which he eventually, 
duly did. 
Treacherous massacres of white 
troops 
sent 
General 
Hellroaring 
Jake Smith to Samar with orders 
to blast the Island. A false “Black 
Pope” land a fage unordained hier­ 
archy were responsible for these 
massacres and 
incredible tortures 
of white soldiers. 
Gaujot caught 
red-handed and quite handily hung 
eleven of them. 
Samarese outlaws 
began to cross themselves when his 
name was mentioned but Governor 
William H. Taft 
was horrified. 
Hell-roaring Jake 
together 
with 
Gaujot were consigned to the of­ 
ficial dog-house. 
He held down a Jungle station in 
exile. 
His fantasies became Army 
legends. The savage skipper of his 
barge of state— rechristened “Ben­ 
bow”—wore an admiral's cap and 
nothing else whatever. His binoc­ 
ulars were two beer bottles. 
He 
navigated the sluggish bayous in 
nautical phrases from New Bed­ 
ford—his only English. 
Gaujot’s 
naked native police force wore old 
grey police helmets—and had white 
stars painted on their bare breasts 
—and also wore nothing else what­ 
soever. 
They twirled clubs and leaned 
against lamp posts which Gaujot 
had imported. Both the barge-skip­ 
per and the Malay cops—renamed 
Murphy and McGillicuddy—amused 
Gaujot and adored him. Their sin­ 
gular pre-eminence made of them 
mighty men in that community. 
For picturesque 
language 
and 
quaint conceits, Gaujot never had 
an equal, nor had he in cold, steely, 
deadly courage. Yet children loved 
and flocked after him like a Pied 
Piper. 
My own small boy at the 
age of four seemed *to regard him 
as just a little closer yet on ex­ 
actly the same plane with his other 
buddies of his own age. 
In the 
company of a kid, Gaujot was in 
tune with all the fantasy and im­ 
agery of childhood. 
“The bravest 
are the gentlest.” 
In the Madero Revolution, he 
want to Douglas, Arizona. 
The 
revolutionists 
attacked 
the 
Diaz 
town across the border. Their fire 
began to kill people in Douglas. 
Gaujot mounted his beloved horse, 
“Old Dick,” and rode into the teeth 
of 
the 
revolutionary 
fire. 
His 
frightened trumpeteer, Pensky, who 
was for years my own orderly said: 
"Captain they’re firing at us.” Gau­ 
jot rode on. 
Pensky played his 
ace: “Captain, they’ll kill ‘Dick’." 
Gaujot 
dismounted. 
“Take 
him 
back.” 
Then alone, that wisp of 
a man walked to the gun muzzles, 
began to practice Spanish profanity 
—than wnich there Is none whicher 
and of which he was a master. He 
bullyragged 
the 
Maderists 
into 
"cease firing.” Then, under equally 
hot fire, he walked alone to the 
Diaz trenches and cursed the gar­ 
rison Into crossing the border to 
intern. 
Douglas was saved but the Mex­ 
ican government was furious. Taft 
was President and he remembered 
the eleven fake priests at Samar. 
But General Leonard Wood said: 
"It’s either a court-martial or a 
Medal of Honor. 
The medal was 
never better deserved and no Am­ 
erican court martial will convict.” 
So Gaujot got him "one of those 
things for my own self." 
Later, as Provost Marshal at Co­ 
lonia, Dublan, Mexico, under Persh­ 
ing, a Mexican bad-man was drunk­ 
enly shooting up our outposts. Gau­ 
jot, again on “Old Dick” rode slow­ 
ly like a Nemisis toward that man. 
He took the fire of a six-shooter 
without pulling a gun. The big bad 
wolf retreated into a ruined adobe 
house to reload.

PROPOSED LAW W OULD FU RTH ER 
DEM AN D FOR LABOR 
A petition has been signed by the required number 
of Congressmen to bring out the Wage and Hour BHL 
This bill has two objectives; one, to limit the hour* 
of work; the other to establish a minimum wage. 
We shall discuss only the limiting of hours In thia 
issue. 
All the comforts of life come from labor. All wagea 
come from production. If, then a man can produce 
more by working more hour^, he can secure more 
wages, more of the comforts of life. If this be true, 
then It would seem that the government by passing 
a law limiting the number of hours that a man dare 
work for another man, would be limiting the com­ 
forts that a man could secure by his own efforts. It 
is argued that & man can work for himself but 
men work for others only because they can be re­ 
warded more than they can be working for them­ 
selves and to prevent them working for others longer 
than a specified time, is, therefore, to prevent them 
from getting comforts they could not have without 
the longer hours of work. 
A law like this is certainly taking away from an 
Individual certain essential liberties that belong to 
every man. 
The law originates from the theory 
that prices are important; that scarcity Increases 
prices and, therefore, helps the worker. 
The error 
In the theory la that lf one kind of production is 
limited in order to create a price, others will bs 
limited and the real reward and the real comforts 
of life will thereby be reduced for all people. 
The 
great mass of people will not believe, strange as it 
may seem, that one man’s working and producing in 
no way interferes with another man working and 
producing. For one man to make a fish hook, build rn 
hut, or a palace, In no way interferes with another 
man, with like energy( doing exactly the same thing. 
In fact, instead of retarding or preventing the man 
who has not done it from doing It, it stimulates him; 
it encourages him; it is an example to him; it helps 
him. 
It seems absurd that in order to learn, we have 
to try such ridiculous theories which seem so self­ 
evident to rational people as to pass a law limiting 
the hours that a man dare work, on the theory that 
the worker can have more by working less. 
We 
get this idea because we have permitted monopolies 
to limit production and limit output in violation of 
the original Sherman Anti-Trust Law and be tempor­ 
arily benefited by Jt, at the great detriment of the 
rest of society. But the minute it is generally prac­ 
ticed, everybody suffers. 
Real education is learning from the experience of 
others. We seem determined, however, to go through 
all the theoretical dreams that this Is a land of 
plenty; that we can have more by working less and 
we will not learn from reading history, 
it will be 
an expensive lesson!
